' The charm of old Mexico has 
been duplicated lit this stucco bun­ 
galow dealgnod by Mr. and Mrp. 
Ted Reeyo and built for them by 
W. L, foeeve, Contractor and build­ 
er. The house Is located, at 1615 
Cedar avenue.

White stucco in mission finish 
has been used on the Axttinlor, and 
Is set oft by thu dark brown rough 
hewn timbers .that support the 
porch and outline the windows.

The porch 'Is double and of two 
levels. One level is one step up 
from the 'sidewalk, and the second 
one step up from that one. The 
porches give tho effect of one porch 
and arc roofed with red tile.

In tho HvlnB room, which la long 
and well lighted, IB a brick fire­ 
place of modern design, with a 
black tile hearth and Ulnck tile 
covering the mantel and the vari­ 
ous levels of the flreplaqe. On 
.each aide of tills is a narrow' case­ 
ment window inude up of the 
smaller panes of glass.  

A large square window overlook's 
the front lawn and next to that Is 
tho square door by which one en­ 
ters! the house. On each side of 
the door are tiny, windows. The' 
walls aro of a rough white finish, 
sriadod with tones' of slate.

Hy a swinging door one reacheu 
the kitchen which has u striking 
and unusual color scheme ot sqlden 
yellow and light blue. The walls 
of tho room are finished In the 
shade of light blue, and the wood­ 
work and cabinets arc enameled the 
bright golden yellow. The same 
color was used In the tile work on 
tho dratnbourd.

These colors make doubly at­ 
tractive the tiny alcove that Is the 
breakfast nook. This nook has flv« 
windows tiny triple windows on 
the front, and a window on each oC 
the two sides. Opposite the break- 
fust nook la a glassed in dish cab­ 
inet. . .

Over tho dralnboard, which IB at 
one end of the kitchen, is a larger 
window, with a smaller one at the 
end.
' A long enclosed porch Is the full 
length of tho kitchen, and contains 
the laundry trays, hot wuter heater, 
etc.

The hall may be reached by a 
door from this porch or a door 
from the living room. There ure 
two bedrooms, one.at each end of 
the hall, with a bath In the cen­ 
ter, The halls hu* woodwork of 
cream, and In papered with a »uh- 
dued neutral paper. An interest­ 
ing linen unit in the hull IB built 
In, and has doom above, a spucv 
for display, and drawers bolow.

One bedroom had woodwork ot 
I line, with blue wall paper, the 

.other one has cream woodwork and 
.wallpaper of a predominating Ki'efn 
shade. Doth bedrooms have two 
windows tor orosfe  ventilation, and 
a largo closet:

The bath Is finished In a blue 
green shade, with tho octagon tiles 
01 that, color" and enameled waits. 
Black- tile Is used for the baseboard 
and outlining.

This attractive home Is only one 
''at the many proofs that builders 
are taking proper and convenient 
lighting, and .cross ventilation sur- 
iously. It Is a matter that calls 
ftjr a great deal of thought and 
consideration, and the builders have 
responded with homes that are 
well lighted and properly ventllat-
